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Nab 'Son O f Sam' Through Ticket 


NEW YORK f AP) - A $35 ticket for 
parking too near a fire hydrant led 
police to a reclusive postal worker they 
said was “ Son of Sam,” the night 
stalker who killed six young persons 
and wounded seven with his .44-caliber 
revolver. 
“ I ’m Son of Sam,” police said David 
Berkowitz, 24, told them as he left his 
apartment building Wednesday night 
in suburban Yonkers. 
“ Okay, you’ve got me,” officers said 
he added. He did not resist arrest. 


“ We have him,” a police spokesman 
for First Deputy Police Commissioner 
James Taylor said today as police 
prepared to charge Berkowitz with the 
murder of Stacy Moskowitz, the 
killer’s latest victim. 


Authorities had waited for Berkowitz 
outside his apartment house on a back 
street in Yonkers, a city of 150,000 on 
the northern border of New York City. 


There, neighbors described Berkowitz 
as “ a nice guy” who kept to himself. 
Police said they seized two shotguns 
in his seventh-floor apartment and a 
44-caliber Charter Arms Bulldog 
revolver Berkowitz was allegedly 
carrying on his person. Ballistics tests 
early today confirmed the revolver 
was the same one which was used in 
the killing of Miss Moskowitz, 20, 
police said. 
Police said they also found several 
notes, one of which warned that Son of 
Sam would kill again. 


Berkowitz told them he planned to 
strike next in Suffolk County, on the far 
end of lx>ng Island, police said. They 
said he told them he planned to use the 
submachine gun in a discotheque or 
night club. 


Police said previously that the same 
44-caliber gun had been used in all 
eight attacks by the Son of Sam. Five 


women and one man died, three men 
and four women were wounded. 
Police said Berkowitz would be 
booked and arraigned today on 
charges of second-degree murder, 
attempted 
murder, 
assault and 
possession of a deadly weapon. 
There was no immediate 
ex­ 
planation on why the charge was 
second-degree murder. 
Those charges relate only to the 
latest 
shooting, 
in 
which 
Miss 
Moskowitz’ date, Robert Violante, 20, 
was wounded. He remains hospitalized 
and may never see again. 
The latest shooting was the only one 
in 
Brooklyn. 
The 
seven 
previous 
shootings were in Queens and the 
Bronx. Any charges related to those 
crimes would have to come from 
authorities in those two New York 
boroughs. 
One of the detectives who arrested 
Berkowitz, John Ixingo, said, “ We 


were just lucky we were there. We got 
the right assignment.” 
Police were led to Berkowitz by a 
ticket written for parking too near a 
fire hydrant. The ticket was issued the 
night Miss Moskowitz and Violante 
were shot, in the neighborhood of the 
shooting. 
Police said they found a note ad­ 
dressed to them in Berkowitz’ car. The 
contents of the note, printed in the 
same style used in earlier notes to the 
police and newspaper columnist 
Jim m y Beslin, were chilling: 
“ Because Craig is Craig 
"So must the streets 
“ Be filled with Craig (death) 
“ And huge drops of lead 
“ Poured down upon her head 
“ Until she was dead. 
"Yet, the cats still come out at night 
to mate 
“ And the sparrows still sing in the 
morning.” 


Police said Craig was a deputy 
sheriff in Westchester County, where 
Yonkers is located. They said he lived 
in the apartment below Berkowitz. 
There were conflicting reports as to 
the origin of the name “ Son of Sam.” 
Police said Berkowitz, whose mother 
is dead 
and 
whose 
father, 
Nat, 
reportedly lives in Miami, told them 
Son of Sam was a 6,000-year-old voice 
which had spoken to him over the 
years. They said he told them he 
communicated with Sam through a 
dog. 
The ticket was issued to Berkowitz’ 
car near Shore 
Road along the 
Brooklyn waterfront, where it was 
illegally parked, police said. 
The connection between the ticket 
and the shootings of Miss Moskowitz 
and Violante came from a middle-aged 
woman walking her dog, police said. 
She apparently came face to face with 
the killer. 


Police, who refuse to identify the 
witness, said the woman told them she 
saw officers ticket the car. 
Moments later, a young man “ came 
right up to her, five feet away, and 
looked right in her face, saw that she 
was middleaged, and turned and 
walked away He carried a dark object 
in his right hand,” said one detective. 
The frightened woman ran home. 


“ She was standing on her stoop 
unleashing her dog when she heard the 
shots and the squeal of a horn,” said 
the detective. 


The woman, afraid Son of Sam might 
stalk her, waited four days before 
contacting police. She told them about 
the traffic ticket, and police searched 
through all tickets issued in the early 
hours of July 31. It led them to 
Berkowitz. 
“ The car is the key,” a police 
spokesman said.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Develop­ 
ment of the first drug capable of 
treating virus-caused diseases is a 
“ major advance,” comparable to the 
discovery of penicillin nearly 50 years 
ago, health officials say. 
Scientists 
with 
the 
National 
Institutes 
of 
Health 
announced 
Wednesday a new experimental drug, 
adenine arabinoside, has been used 
successfully to treat a rare virus- 
caused brain disease. 
Manufactured by the Parke-Davis 
pharmaceutical company of Detroit, 
the unpatented drug, also known as 
ara-A, was administered to 28 hospital 
patients suffering from herpes en­ 
cephalitis, a disease that destroys 
brain cells. 
Dr. Charles A. Alfred Jr. of the 
University of Alabama, who coor­ 
dinated the NIH-sponsored tests at 15 
medical centers, said they showed that 
ara-A reduced herpes encephalitis 


mortality from 70 per cent to 28 per 
cent. 
The virus that causes the disease is a 
member of the same herpes-family 
that causes chickenpox, shingles, 
fever blisters and the veneral disease, 
genital herpes. 
The many infectious diseases that 
attack humans are caused mainly by 
two kinds of germs, bacteria and 
viruses. The discovery of penicillin in 
1928 led to the development of an­ 
tibiotics that have been used suc­ 
cessfully to treat 
most 
bacteria- 
related diseases. 
But viruses have remained resistant 
to these and other drugs. Until the 
development of ara-A doctors have 
been able to treat only the symptoms 
of viral diseases, not the diseases 
themselves, and had to hope the body 
would successfully resist the virus on 
its own. 
If ara-A can be used successfully in 


the treatment of herpes encephalitis, 
there is reason to believe it can fight 
off numerous other virus-caused 
diseases, such as the common cold and 
influenza, scientists said. 
Herpes encephalitis, which is dif­ 
ficult to diagnose, is believed to strike 
thousands of Americans each year, 
with only one in 10 victims making a 
full recovery. Most survivors suffer 
serious brain damage, and many 
remain incapacitated for life. 
“ This is exciting news,” said Dr. 
Richard Krause of the NIH’s National 
Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases of the new test results. 
"It is the first successful treatment 
of a serious and life-threatening virus 
disease. It opens up an avenue to a new 
form of therapy for this class of in­ 
fections.” 
Alfred said the drug also has been 
used successfully in controlled tests to 
fight chickenpox 
and

PARAMUS, N.J. (AP) — Like many 
other teen-aged boys, Kevin Flood 
earned his summer money mowing 
lawns and tending gardens. Unlike 
other boys, he liked it. He thought of it 
more as fun than work, especially the 
gardening. 
Even then, Kevin Flood seemed to be 
a natural-born gardener and now, at 
23, the garden he tends is a most 
unusual one. 
“ Not many other gardeners get to 
work in air-conditioned comfort. I’m 
lucky, I guess. Of course, I also take 
care of the trees and plantings out­ 
side.” 
Kevin 
Flood 
is the 
chief hor­ 
ticulturist 
at 
Param us 
Park. 
Everybody knows Paramus Park, or 
something very like it. 
Paramus Park is one of those huge 
shopping malls, one of the really 
massive ones, the mobile society’s 
answer to the general store. It has 
acres of diagonally lined parking 
places, no fewer than 118 terribly 


clever stores, mossy w aterfalls, 
bubbling fountains, a United Nations of 
instant food joints serving instant 
souvlaki, instant tacos, instant crepes, 
instant bratwurst, all under one glass 
roof, and with instant music playing 
every instant. 
Oh well, at least the flowers are real. 
“ No, I couldn’t tell you how much 
room all the flowers would take up if 
you put all the planters together. 
Enough, that’s for sure. We have about 
50 trees and all varieties of tropical 
plants: gardenia, palm, schefflers, 
diffenbachia, spathiphyllum. After a 
while you get to know every one. Not 
every variety, every plant. 
“ Taking care of them is a full-time 
job, 
all 
right. 
The 
biggest 
con­ 
centration is at the waterfall. That’s 
where I spend a good deal of my tune.” 
The waterfall is a six-tiered, two- 
story 
confection 
surrounded by 
greenery and escalators and people 
eating off paper plates. 
As with other such watery places in 
this land, the pools at Paramus Park 
are full of coins. Somehow Americans 


can’t seem to resist throwing money if 
it splashes but doesn’t quite disappear. 
“ I clean them out about every six 
weeks and pick up anywhere from $300 
to $500,” Kevin Flood said. “ I don’t 
mind that job because the money goes 
to local charities. 
“ What I don’t like is cleaning out the 
cups and napkins and cigarettes and 
other junk. I have to do that every 
morning. 
“ It makes you wonder about people. 
Why would someone want to spoil 
something pretty? Most of the damage 
to the plants, all of it, really, is done by 
people. 
“ They pick at the leaves, pull them 
off. They break branches off the trees. 
They carve their initials. Did you know 
that Benny loves Mary? The people 
who do these things aren’t just kids. 
I’ve caught ladies pulling up whole 
plants and putting them in their 
shopping bags.” 
But, he says the damage is done by 
just a few people, and many others 
express their satisfaction at the beauty 
of his works.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland (AP) 
— Queen Elizabeth II landed by 
helicopter at the University of Ulster 
today less than an hour after Irish 
Republican Army guerrillas warned 
they had “ breached security” at the 
campus and would make it a “ day to 
remember." 
Informed sources said the British 
monarch was told of the IRA threat 
aboard the royal yacht Britannia, 
anchored off the rocky County Antrim 
coast, but refused to cancel her eight- 
hour visit to the university, which was 
ringed by several thousand British 
troops. 
Accompanied by her husband, 
Prince Philip, the queen boarded a 
helicopter on the guided missile 
destroyer Fife, the Britannia’s naval 
escort for her controversial two-day 
visit to troubled Northern Ireland, and 
flew to the campus at Coleraine, 45 
miles north of here. 
The IRA issued a strongly worded 
warning to authorities and to the 
queen: “ Clear the university buildings 
of all civilians.

“ Eliza-brit" is a derogatory IRA 
epithet for the queen. 
“ We’ve had no specific information 
that there’s anything to it,” a police 
spokesman said of the warning, A 
bomb exploded on the campus just two 
days ago.

Food Price 
Dip M a y Cut 
In flatio n 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
Administration officials are counting 
on declining food prices to keep in­ 
flation under control for the rest of the 
year. 


The IiBbor Department is issuing its 
July wholesale price index today, with 
economists hoping for a repeat of the 
performance last month, when farm 
prices drove wholesale prices down for 
the first time in 10 months. 


The wholesale index, which often 
provides the first indication of a 
change in consumer prices, dropped 
six-tenths of 1 per cent in June, the 
biggest decline in nearly four years 
Prices received by farmers fell 6.3 per 
cent. 


While farm prices can be volatile, 
the Agriculture Department reported 
in advance that farm prices fell 2 per 
cent from June 15 to July 15. 


Wholesale price changes usually 
show up at the consumer level even­ 
tually, but so far grocery store food 
prices have continued going up. They 
rose eight-tenths of 1 per cent in the 
latest consumer report in June. 


A White House spokesman said after 
the June wholesale report that price 
increases during the second half of the 
year are likely to be more moderate 
than the first half. 


He said the farm price decline 
“ should be affecting consumer food 
prices in the months ahead and this 
will bring welcome relief for consumer 
food budgets.”

CINCINNATI (AP) - An order 
halting construction of the disputed 
Kent State gymnasium annex has been 
appealed by the university. 
KSU lawyers filed a suit in the 6th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Cin­ 
cinnati Wednesday asking that the 
tem porary restraining order be 
dismissed or modified. 
In response to a plea from the May 
4th Coalition, U.S. District Court Judge 
Thomas D. Lambros issued the order 
two weeks ago to preserve the con­ 
struction site until federal authorities 
could study its value as a national 
landmark. 
Since May, coalition members have 
been protesting the construction 
because the new annex is planned near 
the site of the 1970 National Guard 
shootings at Kent State. 
Lambros met with lawyers for the 
coalition and for the university for a 
week striving to reach a compromise. 
Finally the negotiations were aban­ 
doned Monday and he extended his 
temporary order until Aug. 16. 
University lawyer Stephen T. Parisi 
said the contractors are “losing money 
every day the project is held off,” and 
said it was at their request that the 
school appealed the order. 
The suit asks that if the order is not 


dismissed, the coalition be required to 
post a realistic bond. 
„ When a temporary restraining order 
may result in damages because of the 
delay, a court may require the 
plaintiffs to post a bond to pay for 
possible loss. 
Lambros set the coalition’s bond at

NEW YORK — A few years ago, my 
son and 1 rented a rowboat at the 
Central Park l,ake. and glided out for 
an idyllic Sunday afternoon picnic. We 
maneuvered our vessel among the 
lovers and the rowdies, carefully 
docked it on one of the west-side 
shorelines, and climbed out, perched 
on a pair of rocks and opened our 
thermal bag of goodies. 
No sooner had the foil unfurled 
around the cold fried chicken that a rat 
appeared. I mean, a large rat - the size 
of a small dog or a huge cat - brown 
and bristly and extremely hungry. He 
rustled his way out of a scrubby bush 
and sauntered toward us. We were 
riveted, incapable of screaming or 
even talking. We simply sat there and 
watched this ravenous beast begin to 
wolf dow-n our lunch. While he was 
indelicately munching on the plastic 
wrap around the sandwiches, we eased 
our way off the rock and ran and 
leaped into the boat. 
I ’ve often wondered if he ate the 
thermal bag, too. Experts have since 
told me he probably did. 
' A rat will eat almost anything,” 
said one rodent authority, a man 
named Earl Geiger. ‘A rat will gnaw 
through a lead pipe. Not because he is 
teething, or likes the taste of lead, but 
just because he’s curious to see what’s 
inside.” 
Those who know rats and their 
habits appear to be not so much 
revulsed by them, as in awe. Rats 
continue to be a persistent problem, 


and particularly in inner cities, 
because they are exceedingly clever. 
Seemingly, they have outwitted men 
for centuries and will continue to do so. 
In the early 1970s, a physiology 
professor from the University 
of 
Oklahoma revealed that he had 
developed a strain of rats which 
carried a sterility gene. 
Dr. Allen J. Stanley said that his 
males were “ completely sterile, and 
can produce no offspring.” 
The females, however, in a sort of 
rodent-resistant movement, could still 
produce offspring if they mated with 
wild rats - and then, they passed along 
the sterility genes to half of their baby 
rats.

that the dismissal followed. 
At issue, he said, are figures making 
up the basic annual economic data

One way to 
get them is to offer them an ex­ 
terminating substance that contains 
vitamins which are missing from their 
diet. The trail of vitamin C can lead to 
the downfall of a rat.”

NEW YORK — A few years ago, my 
son and I rented a rowboat at the 
Central Park Lake. and glided out for 
an idyllic Sunday afternoon picnic. We 
maneuvered our vessel among the 
lovers and the rowdies, carefully 
docked it on one of the west-side 
shorelines, and climbed out, perched 
on a pair of rocks and opened our 
thermal bag of goodies. 
No sooner had the foil unfurled 
around the cold fried chicken that a rat 
appeared. I mean, a large rat - the size 
of a small dog or a huge cat - brown 
and bristly and extremely hungry. He 
rustled his way out of a scrubby bush 
and sauntered toward us. We were 
riveted, incapable of screaming or 
even talking. We simply sat there and 
watched this ravenous beast begin to 
wolf down our lunch. While he was 
indelicately munching on the plastic 
wrap around the sandwiches, we eased 
our way off the rock and ran and 
leaped into the boat. 
I’ve often wondered if he ate the 
thermal bag, too. Experts have since 
told me he probably did. 
“A rat will eat almost anything,” 
said one rodent authority, a man 
named Earl Geiger. “A rat will gnaw 
through a lead pipe. Not because he is 
teething, or likes the taste of lead, but 
just because he’s curious to see what’s 
inside.” 
Those who know rats and their 
habits appear to be not so much 
revulsed by them, as in awe. Rats 
continue to be a persistent problem, 


and particularly in inner cities, 
because they are exceedingly clever. 
Seemingly, they have outwitted men 
for centuries and will continue to do so. 
In the early 1970s, a physiology 
professor from the University of 
Oklahoma revealed that he had 
developed a strain of rats which 
carried a sterility gene. 
Dr. Allen J. Stanley said that his 
males were “completely sterile, and 
can produce no offspring.” 
The females, however, in a sort of 
rodent-resistant movement, could still 
produce offspring if they mated with 
wild rats - and then, they passed along 
the sterility genes to half of their baby 
rats. The trick was to get these lady 
rats out into the world to spread their 
involuntary family planning to the 
nation’s 
100-million-plus 
rat 
population. 
It wasn’t easy, and it didn’t work. 
Apparently, America’s virile, red­ 
blooded male rats intuitively rejected 
these female rats who, however 
gorgeous, would bear eunuchs for 
sons. 
“Rats have outwitted man for 
centuries,’’ according to Geiger, 
“because they are instinctively more 
clever than humans.” They compete 
with man every moment, and they do it 
superbly. “They have the advantage, 
you know. What man can squeeze 
through a half-inch opening, swim half 
a mile under water, and survive when 
flushed down a toilet?” 
Until I met the lunch-eating rat in 
Central Park, I held the notion that

Bullock, an economic statistician 
whose outspoken criticism of Census 
Bureau data led to the 
belated 
correction last December of a $50 
billion understatement in an economic 
study, has been fired. 
Bullock, 30, said he was accused of 
“coercion to seek advancement” after 
he found more errors in another 
Census Bureau study and threatened 
“to go public” unless permitted to 
organize an effort to correct the 
figures. 
The dismissal followed two letters of 
reprimand, one for what he said was 
alleged to be a “malicious, vicious 
insult” to a superior, and another for 
insulting his wife’s superior. 
Robert Hagan, bureau director, said 
he was not free to discuss the bureau’s 
action but said the details were spelled 
out in a letter to the former employe. 
Bullock termed the coercion charge 
a fabrication resulting from his in­ 
sistence that he be permitted to 
correct the additional errors, a job that 
apparently would have required a 
rating higher than his GS-12. 
He said he was asked by Shirley 
Kallek, 
his superior, to put 
his 
demands in writing, which he did, and 
that the dismissal followed. 
At issue, he said, are figures making 
up the basic annual economic data 
base of the bureau, which are released 


separately for individual states, 
followed by publication of a national 
survey. 
Included in such studies are figures 
for the number of businesses of all 
kinds, the number of jobs and the size 
of payrolls in all the nation’s counties. 
Bullock claims the figures are biased 
by 25 to 30 per cent. 


The latest accusations by Bullock 
follow a personal, fouryear fight to 
correct problems in another survey, 
that for the level of unfilled orders at 
the nation’s factories. 
The bureau at first minimized the 
extent 
of 
the 
unfilled 
orders 
miscalculation. Bullock said that in­ 
stead of adjusting the figures or 
issuing a caveat, he was threatened 
with insubordination by Miss Kallek, 
who devised the methodology. 


Following a special study, rushed to 
completion last December, the bureau 
conceded the understatement in the 
level of orders to be, in some years, 
close to 40 per cent, and to total 
roughly $50 billion a year. 
Asked then — in December 1976 — 
why a caveat hadn’t been issued, in 
keeping with the published policy of 
the bureau in regard to questionable 
statistics, Milton Eisen, chief of the 
industry division, said “We were slow 
in accepting anything he (Bullock) 
said.”

rats are as frightened of humans as we 
are of them. “No such thing,” said 
Geiger. “This is mainly because of 
their intense curiosity, which is con­ 
siderably stronger than any inherent 
timidity. 
“Most animals in behavioral ex­ 
periments are rewarded with food. But 
a rat can be rewarded with an op­ 
portunity to explore a complex maze, 
rather than with food. They’re so 
bright.” 
You might even call them fun-loving. 
They play games — with mazes, and 
with people. 
Geiger was vice president of a large 
exterminating company which, he 
claimed, had led more rats to their 
doom than the next 20 rat-killers 
combined. An impressive statistic. 
And yet, he confessed, his company 
and all the other companies combined 
could scarcely make a dent in the U.S. 
rat 
family. 
For 
every 
rat 
ex­ 
terminated, a dozen young ones are 
being bom. Or a hundred. Nobody 
knows the exact score — they just 
know the rats are winning. 
“One way to get at rats is through 
vitamins,” he observed. “They are 
very vitamin-conscious. One way to 
get them is to offer them an ex­ 
terminating substance that contains 
vitamins which are missing from their 
diet. The trail of vitamin C can lead to 
the downfall of a rat.” 
The Federal Government began a 
rat-control program in cities in the 
1960s which has helped the problem; 
the number of rat bites recorded in 
New York City has dropped. But 
progress isn’t always effective. To 
ease air pollution, New York banned 
apartment garbage incinerators in the 
early 1970s; now new rat families are 
forming in the basements of apart­ 
ment buildings to partake of the 
aromas and spilloff from garbage 
compactors. 
Extermination won’t rid us of rats. 
Birth control devices won’t work. The 
only answer is to eliminate their food 
supply and unfortunately, said Geiger, 
as long as we have garbage (or pic­ 
nics), they’ll be around to share it with 
us. Nor sleet nor snow nor Pied Piper 
will keep them from their appointed 
rounds.

Increase 


ROANOKE (AP) - The Norfolk & 
Western Railroad said today it plans to 
furlough 185 additional employes early 
next week because of the continuing 
coal mine strike, bringing the total 
furloughed to 425. 
An N&W spokesman said IOO of the 
220 mines served by its system were 
closed today in West Virginia, Ken­ 
tucky and Ohio. All of the 80 mines 
served by the railroad in Virginia were 
open, however. 
The additional workers to be 
furloughed next Monday and Tuesday, 
the N&W said, will be spread across its 
system. 
Although there has been a gradual 
return-to-work in the coalfields, the 
N&W said it expected to load only 3,700 
carloads of coal today as against the 
normal 5,000 to 5,700. 
Furloughed workers will be recalled 
as more mines reopen and business 
begins to return to normal, the N&W 
spokesman said. 


Youth Activists 
O n W rong P ath ? 


ATLANTA (AP) — Today’s young 
activists march for causes such as the 
right to read pornography and the 
acceptance of homosexuality rather 
than for rights based on moral values, 
says the Rev. Jesse Jackson. 
Activists must regain the discipline 
and solidarity of the early civil rights 
days if the United States is to return to 
the road of social progress, said 
Jackson, head of the Chicago-based 
civil rights group PUSH (People 
United to Save Humanity). 
“Today, after the killing of our 
leaders, the Vietnam War and 
Watergate, there has been a kind of 
ethical collapse,” he said. “Not only 
must we push for certain goals, we 
have to deal with the ethical crisis that 
has left people so weak they can’t deal 
with issues.”

I was given a general anesthesia for 
surgery on my face. When I came back 
to my room I told my nurse that I 
vividly remembered that people in the 
operating room were talking, also that 
I was scared by something that 
someone said. She pooh-pooed this as 
did my boy friend. Could all of this 
have been my imagination? 
Miss D.K., N.H. 
Dear Miss K.: 
The fear of anesthesia is frequently 
greater than the anxiety about the 
surgery. Modern anesthesiologists and 
surgeons devote a lot of time to 
preparing patients for this experience. 
Despite the preparation, many 
patients come into the operating room 
tense and afraid, even with the 
medication given to calm them. Every 
word they hear during the early stages 
of falling asleep can become part of 
their memory of the experience itself. 
It has been

documented studies that some patients 
hear and remember speech even 
during the deeper levels of anesthesia. 
Newer procedures in the operating 
room 
now 
call 
for 
total 
quiet, 
especially during the beginning of 
anesthesia.

In return, she agreed to cooperate 
with the state in the prosecution of her

Common Pleas Court. 
The 3 7 -y ear-old Utica, Mich., woman 
contends Coulter forced her to ac­ 
company him to Cincinnati from 
Detroit in a bid to obtain documents on 
their adopted son’s whereabouts. 
Coulter said after the 15 -hour siege 
that the “ Roots” telev ision series 
inspired him to find his son. He and 
Miss Gibran put the child up for 
adoption at the Catherine Booth home 
20 y ears ago. 
She had been charged with 11 counts 
of kidnaping and one count of felonious 
assault, the result of holding a shotgun 
on the hostages. Under Ohio law, a 
person conv icted of a crime in which a 
firearm or dangerous weapon is used 
is not eligible for probation, shock 
probation or parole. 
Miss Gibran’s attorney , Bernard J . 
Gilday J r., said his client now faces 
between 3 8-3 6 months in confinement. 
She could liav e reciev ed the max imum 
sentence of 15 y ears. 
Gilday said the action came after 
Miss Gibran accepted the latest offer 
by the Hamilton County prosecutor’s 
office. “ The offers became more at­ 
tractiv e each time,” Gilday said.

The basic plot is ‘Why is Ohio being hit 
so badly?’ The conflict between the 
two main characters remains on top in 
the story.” 
The swollen finger comes in because 
Zerkle doesn’t type. His novel ran to 
520 handwritten pages. A friend typed 
the version submitted to publishers 


and it ran to 290 pages. 
Now he is at work on a second book. 
“I already know the end and I’m 
working toward that,” he said. “It’s 
about a senator who becomes quite 
powerful, in fact, very, very powerful. 
“'rile new book is still in the swollen 
finger stage. I have to wear a band-aid 
on my index finger. My finger got so 
sore when I was writing ‘Twister Man’ 
that it bled.” 
Zerkle said he writes whenever and 
whereever an idea occurs for fear of 
forgetting it. 
“I almost hate to tell you some of the 
places I write — like riding down the 
highway or while I’m milkiing the 
cows.” 
He had little actual experience for 


the book, other than reading up on 
tornadoes. The one time he ever saw a 
tornado, he said, “was the final kick 
that got me started on the book.” 
“We were driving along Route 29 
when my mom said, ‘Look at that 
cloud.’ 
“It looked like two straight lines in 
the sky. You could see right through 
the middle between the lines until it 
touched down to the ground and picked 
up black dirt. Then the whole funnel 
got black from the dirt and it looked 
more like I expected a tornado to 
look.” 
Zerkle doesn’t see his novel hitting 
the “Best Seller” list. 
For him, success is getting it 
published.

Squatter Shacks Burn 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa (AP) - 
Armed police fired tear gas today to 
break up a crowd of hundreds of blacks 
singing 
hymns 
to 
protest 
the 
destruction of scores of dismal 
squatter shacks on the outskirts of 
town. 
The blacks, singing in Xhosa, were 
later joined by IOO white sympathizers, 
including the wife of a U.S. consular 
official. One black baby was injured in 
the incident. 
It was the latest flareup here after 
authorities began on Monday the 
systematic destruction of thousands of 
shanties of corrugated iron and card­ 


board that serve as homes for 26,000 
people in three squatter camps about 
15 miles north of Cape Town. 


The scene at Modderdam Camp was 
one of crying babies, mothers in 
colorful blankets huddling over their 
children, their possession stacked in 
rough piles where their ramshackle 
homes once stood. 


A chill wind fanned debris across the 
sandy area called the Cape Flats. 
Some families warmed themselves 
with small fires. One crowd of about 
150 people on a small hill looked down 
at the scene in silence.

The FCC states that it is the 
responsibility of all radio hobbyists, 
both CB and ’ ham” to limit their 
modulation percentage to 100 per cent. 
Many people, particularly those new to 
the hobby, are not too sure exactly 
what this means “ Modulation" for 
"talk power") is the process of 
varying a radio wave at the rate at 
which 
we 
are 
speaking 
into 
a 
microphone. The microphone emits a 
minute voltage which is amplified and 
applied to the radio "carrier” wave. It 
is called a "carrier" because it 
transports the spoken "audio” com­ 
munication. As you know, voice 
communication, by itself, will not 
travel very far. but will when im­ 
pressed on a radio wave. The per­ 
centage of modulation is determined 
by the magnitude of radio voltage in 
relation to the carrier. 
Nearly all "ham" and some CB 
radio sets have front panel microphone 
gain controls. It is a sign of a better 
transceiver and worth the slightly 
extra money. Some radios even have 
built in "lim iter" circuits which can 
prevent over-modulation and ac­ 
companying "bleed-over". A 100 per 
cent modulated signal is the ideal 
"best performance" situation and 
carries the most communications 
"punch". When modulation is in ex­ 
cess of 100 per cent, an extra-wide poor 
quality splattering signal is sure to 
result. This is the reason that the FCC 
limits modulation to 100 per cent. 
Some hobbyists have soft voices — 
others have booming voices. Some talk 
with the microphone close to their 
mouth, 
others 
at 
a 
distance. 
Modulation percentage is affected by 
the loudness of the voice speaking into 
the microphone. While a normal voice 
might 
modulate 
the 
radio 
set 
adequately, a wee little voice might 
only modulate 50 per cent. 
Many CBs, particularly the less 
expensive ones, only modulate 100 per 
cent when you speak in a loud voice

microphone. If a standard microphone 
is inadequate, or if the radio lacks 
su fficie n t 
p rea m p lifica tio n , 
modulation can even be more seriously 
reduced What this means is that, even 
if you have a good radio signal, your 
voice will not sound as loud or in­ 
telligible as it should. 
If you buy a radio set without a front 
panel microphone gain control and 
require more modulation, you can 
purchase an accessory called a 
"power mike". Before you go to the 
expense, however, it is best to have the 
modulation checked by a licensed 
technician Keep in mind that radio 
outlets are in business to sell equip­ 
ment to the consuming public and 
some unscrupulous retailers might sell 
you a power mike without first 
determining your need for one. It 
happens every day. Probably more 
power mikes are in the hands of 
hobbyists that do not need them than 
any other accessory! 
You have all heard wide signals 
across two or more channels. A power 
mike is usually the reason. The owner 
was told that he would "get out fur­ 
ther" with one. While it is true that 
higher modulation percentage does 
slightly increase your total output 
power, the increase that result from 70 
per cent to 100 per cent modulation is 
so small, it is nearly non-existent. Do 
not let anyone tell you that a power 
mike will drastically increase your 
radio range... it won’t. What it will do 
is make your voice seem more louder 
and intelligible . . . and that is only if 
your 
modulation 
percentage 
is 
inadequate to start with. 
The newer amplified microphones 
(those manufactured after January 1, 
1977) are required by law to have built 
in modulation limiting. Even these can 
be over-modulated, however, if the 
front panel gain control is set too high. 
Under no circumstances should you 
ever 
arbitrarily 
buy 
a 
power 
microphone. Power mikes should only 
be used where it has been absolutely 
determined by a qualified technician 
that one is needed. Too many radio 
hobbyists have been led to believe that 
a power microphone will increase your 
overall radiated power and range 
regardless of the present modulation 
percentage of the radio set it is to be 
used on. 
If increased radio range is what you 
want, then you would be far better off 
putting that money into a more ef­ 
ficient, higher gain, better located 
antenna. An antenna with a low 3 
decibel gain factor can effectively 
double 
your 
radio 
power 
. . . 
something that no power mike could 
ever do.

The FCC states that it is the 
responsibliity of all radio hobbyists, 
both CB and “ham” to limit their 
modulation percentage to IOO per cent. 
Many people, particularly those new to 
the hobby, are not too sure exactly 
what this means. “Modulation” (or 
“talk power” ) is the process of 
varying a radio wave at the rate at 
which 
we 
are 
speaking 
into 
a 
microphone. The microphone emits a 
minute voltage which is amplified and 
applied to the radio “carrier” wave. It 
is called a “carrier" because it 
transports the spoken “audio” com­ 
munication. As you know, voice 
communication, by itself, will not 
travel very far, but will when im­ 
pressed on a radio wave. The per­ 
centage of modulation is determined 
by the magnitude of radio voltage in 
relation to the carrier. 
Nearly all “ham” and some CB 
radio sets have front panel microphone 
gain controls. It is a sign of a better 
transceiver and worth the slightly 
extra money. Some radios even have 
built in “limiter” circuits which can 
prevent over-modulation and ac­ 
companying “bleed-over”. A IOO per 
cent modulated signal is the ideal 
“best performance" situation and 
carries the most communications 
“punch”. When modulation is in ex­ 
cess of IOO per cent, an extra-wide poor 
quality splattering signal is sure to 
result. This is the reason that the FCC 
limits modulation to IOO per cent. 
Some hobbyists have soft voices — 
others have booming voices. Some talk 
with the microphone close to their 
mouth, 
others 
at 
a 
distance. 
Modulation percentage is affected by 
the loudness of the voice speaking into 
the microphone. While a normal voice 
might 
modulate 
the 
radio 
set 
adequately, a wee little voice might 
only modulate 50 per cent. 
Many CBs, particularly the less 
expensive ones, only modulate IOO per 
cent when you speak in a loud voice

microphone. If a standard microphone 
is inadequate, or if the radio lacks 
s u f fi c ie nt 
p r e a m p l i f i c a t i o n , 
modulation can even be more seriously 
reduced. What this means is that, even 
if you have a good radio signal, your 
voice will not sound as loud or in­ 
telligible as it should. 
If you buy a radio set without a front 
panel microphone gain control and 
require more modulation, you can 
purchase an accessory called a 
“power mike”. Before you go to the 
expense, however, it is best to have the 
modulation checked by a licensed 
technician. Keep in mind that radio 
outlets are in business to sell equip­ 
ment to the consuming public and 
some unscrupulous retailers might sell 
you a power mike without first 
determining your need for one. It 
happens every day. Probably more 
power mikes are in the hands of 
hobbyists that do not need them than 
any other accessory! 
You have all heard wide signals 
across two or more channels. A power 
mike is usually the reason. The owner 
was told that he would “get out fur­ 
ther” with one. While it is true that 
higher modulation percentage does 
slightly increase your total output 
power, the increase that result from 70 
per cent to IOO per cent modulation is 
so small, it is nearly non-existent. Do 
not let anyone tell you that a power 
mike will drastically increase your 
radio range... it won’t. What it will do 
is make your voice seem more louder 
and intelligible . . . and that is only if 
your 
modulation 
percentage 
is 
inadequate to start with. 
The newer amplified microphones 
(those manufactured after January I, 
1977) are required by law to have built 
in modulation limiting. Even these can 
be over-modulated, however, if the 
front panel gain control is set too high. 
Under no circumstances should you 
ever 
arbitrarily 
buy 
a 
power 
microphone. Power mikes should only 
be used where it has been absolutely 
determined by a qualified technician 
that one is needed. Too many radio 
hobbyists have been led to believe that 
a power microphone will increase your 
overall radiated power and range 
regardless of the present modulation 
percentage of the radio set it is to be 
used on. 
If increased radio range is what you 
want, then you would be far better off 
putting that money into a more ef­ 
ficient, higher gain, better located 
antenna. An antenna with a low 3 
decibel gain factor can effectively 
double 
your 
radio 
power 
. . . 
something that no power mike could 
ever do.

'W orkfare' Plan 
Being Ignored 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Claiming 
there aren’t enough jobs available, 
about half the state’s 1,008 township 
trustees ignore a 1977 law requiring 
needy persons to work in exchange for 
poor relief benefits. 


An 18-month study released Wed­ 
nesday by the Citizen’s Study Com­ 
mission on Poor Relief, recommended 
abandoning the “ workfare” program 
and shifting relief responsiblities from 
trustees to a new county officer. The 
commission 
is a 
coalition 
of 22 
religious, labor and citizen groups 
which aided in the research. 


The study found only 13 per cent of 
the trustees in rural areas and 25 per­ 
cent in urban areas require work as a 
matter of policy, and about 26 per cent 
said they sometimes require work.

DAMASCUS, 
Syria 
(AP) 
— 
Secretary' of State Cyrus R. Vance, 
concluding his latest Middle East 
peace mission, arrived here from 
Jordan today on the second leg of a 
fast-paced, one-day swing through 
Arab capitals to brief officials on his 
talks with Israeli leaders. 
Vance set out this morning from 
Israel and flew 60 miles east to 
Amman, Jordan, to confer with King 
Hussein. His U.S. Air Force jet then 
hopped 110 miles 
northeast to 
Damascus, where Vance briefed 
Syrian President Hafez Assad. 
The secretary’s final Middle Eastern 
stop is Alexandria, 400 miles southwest 
of Damascus, where he was to meet 
with Egyptian President Anwar Sadat. 
Vance is due in London tonight. 
Vance dispatched Alfred Atherton, 
assistant secretary of state for Middle 
Eastern affairs, to Saudi Arabia to 
brief leaders there. Vance went to 
Saudi Arabia during the initial swing 
of his mission last week. 
An official traveling with Vance 
denied an Israeli newspaper report 
that the U.S. ambassador to Egypt has 
met secretly with a representative of 
the Palestine liberation Organization. 
‘‘There have been no meetings, at no 
place, at no time,” the official said.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Here is the agricultural weather 
advisory for Ohio as issued Wednesday 
by the National Weather Service: 
A cool front pushing across Ohio will 
permit a period of improved, partly 
cloudy weather, at least in northern 
portions of the state today. Con­ 
siderable cloudiness will persist in the 
south along with chances for showers 
today and spread over all of the state 
again tonight and Friday. Not much 
change is expected through the 
weekend with shower chances con­ 
tinuing. Clearing and cooler weather is 
expected to develop Monday. 
Field operations — Soils range from 
wet to moist across Ohio with wet 
areas generally through central areas 
of state. Drying will be briefly good in 
northern areas this afternoon but 
otherwise slow drying will be typical 
with similar conditions Friday through 
the weekend. Many of those central 
areas will need three or four days of 
good drying to permit return to soil 
working activity.

'Boxed Beef1 Plan 
Undercut By USDA 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Agriculture 
Department economists have undercut 
the pitch former Agriculture Secretary 
Earl L. Butz once made for “boxed 
beef” as a way to trim consumer meat 
prices. 
Boxed beef is so called because the 
cattle carcasses are broken by 
m eatpackers into sm aller cuts, 
sometimes to shelf size, vacuum-pack 
and then shipped to the retail super­ 
market in boxes. 
Some 
consumer 
groups 
have 
questioned its safety while others 
disputed the contention it saves the 
buyer money. 
But when Butz was agriculture 
secretary during the Nixon and Ford 
administrations one of his favorite 
lines pointed to the traditional practice 
of shipping truckloads of hanging 
carcasses to stores fof cutting behind 
the meat counters. 
He would say that consumers are 
paying for air, bone and fat as well as 
the meat, and blamed meatcutters’ 
unions in large cities for blocking 
wider use of boxed beef. 


But a new study just published by 
USDA’s Economic Research Service 
says the group’s research “demon­ 
strates that ‘box beef’ does not appear 
to provide the great savings frequently 
attributed to it.” 
Economists Lawrence A. Duewer 
and Terry L. Craawford said they 
analyzed the costs of seven different 
ways of getting beef from packers to 
retail counters. 
They said they found the traditional 
method of cutting carcasses in the 
store to be the most expensive per 
pound, with boxed beef close behind 
and, in some areas, exceeding it. 
The cheapest method by far, the 
economists said, was shipping car­ 
casses to a 
large, 
centralized 
warehouse of a retail chain and 
preparing the fresh meat cuts there for 
delivery to the chain’s outlets. 
For the consumer, about 41 cents of 
every dollar the beef costs per pound 
at the checkout stand can be attributed 
to transportation and preparation. But 
the figure doesn’t include the retailer’s 
profit or costs beyond actual meat- 
handling in the store. 


A ttorneys Tour 
Prison Center 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Attor­ 
neys for 15 women incarcerated at the 
Ohio 
Correction, 
Medical 
and 
Reception Center here toured the 
facility Wednesday. What they saw 
convinced them to continue a court suit 
to get the women moved elsewhere, 
one attorney said. 
Jean Ramp, an attorney with the 
American Civil Liberties Union of 
Ohio, declined to say exactly what the 
group found when it toured the old 
death row at the penitentiary. Inmates 
from the Marysville Reformatory for 
Women currently are being housed 
there for disciplinary reasons. 
But, “we are not going to withdraw 
the suit, based on what we saw,” she 
said. 
The suit alleges inhuman conditions 
at the jail which violate the rights of 
the inmates, and asks the women be 
transferred back to Marysville. 
Wednesday’s tour was part of the 
first hearing on the suit set by U.S. 
District Judge Joseph P. Kinneary. 
Another hearing is set for Aug. 19. 


ODNR Has 
Flood Book 


A new publication concerning 
flooding in Ohio and the use of flood 
hazard areas is now available from the 
Ohio 
Department 
of 
Natural 
Resources (ODNR). 


The report on flood magnitudes and 
frequencies 
was 
compiled 
by 
hydrologists Earl E. Webber and 
William P. Bartlett Jr. of the U.S. 
Geological Survey using data gathered 
from 215 stream gaging stations in the 
state. 


Referred to as Division of Water 
Bulletin No. 45, “Floods in Ohio - 
Magnitude and Frequency,” the report 
is the result of a cooperative effort 
involving ODNR, the Ohio Department 
of Transportation, the Federal High­ 
way Administration and the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 


“This report provides engineers, 
designers and planners with the latest 
hydrologic information for deter­ 
mining frequency of flooding along 
Ohio streams,” said ODNR Director 
Robert W. Teater. “This information is 
vital to making proper decisions about 
future uses of flood plain areas.” 


Information in the report will be 
useful for those involved in designing 
hydraulic structures such as bridges 
and culverts. The report also will be 
used in the preparation of flood plain 
and flood insurance studies. 


Wayne Nichols, Chief of ODNR’s 
Division of Water, noted that un­ 
dersized drainage structures are often 
a problem area in urban flooding. He 
said designers and planners should 
give special attention to future water 
runoff conditions, particularly in areas 
where urbanization is a factor. 


“In some areas of the country 
storm water retarding basins are 
required in new developments to 
control increased runoff which nor­ 
mally occurs with urban develop­ 
ment,” Nichols said. 


Nichols also noted Ohio is a national 
leader in scenic rivers with 400 miles of 
wild, scenic or recreational rivers now 
designated for protection. He urged 
engineers to design bridges and other 
structures which must be placed along 
designated scenic streams so they 
blend with the scenic qualities of the 
streams.

Testimony 
Continues 
CINCINNATI (AP) - Police spent 
“thousands of manhours” last spring 
searching a landfill for a boot that 
might have belonged to 8-year-old 
Arthur Noske who disappeared last 
February and is believed dead. 
Ll. Eugene Terpay of the Cuyahoga 
County Sheriff’s office, testified 
Wednesday that the intensive two- 
month search at a landfill in Glen­ 
willow turned up nothing. 
The boot, one of a pair of galoshes, 
had reportedly been taken out of an 
incinerator by the custodian of a 
Brookwood apartment building. 
The apartment building was the 
home of the father of Dr. Stuart Kutler, 
charged with murder in connection 
with the death of the boy. 
Kutler faces a prison sentence of 15 
years-to-life if convicted. 
Terpay told a courtroom jammed 
with spectators that his investigation 
into the boy’s disappearance had led 
him to the custodian, Norman Fox, 
who had related the story about the 
galoshes. 
He said he had taken one of them out 
of one of three garbage bags which he 
had found burning in the incinerator of 
the apartment. 
“It got to the point where it was 
futile,” said Terpay talking of the 
search through the landfill. “We just 
had to finally give up.” 


Fritz Cahill is the man reporters 
turn to when questions crop up about 
the natural history of the Los Padres 
Forest. 
A big man in his mid-50s with a 
weather-worn, friendly face, Cahill 
grew up in the Los Padres and can 
rattle off facts about wildlife and 
vegetation in the vast wilderness. 
He knows, for example, that in the 
1940-41 rainy season, 161 inches fell on 
the coast ridge just a few miles west of 
the Marble-Cone fire. 
Cahill began as a tem porary 
firefighter in 1948. He is now a Forest 
Service supervisor.

Despite his experience with forests 
and fires, Cahill takes the Marble-Cone 
fire as a personal affront. 
“It sort of makes me cry when I see 
it,” he said, looking out over the 
smoke-shrouded ridges and canyons of 
the Los Padres forest. “That’s because 
I was raised in it.”

In scientific term s, it’s called 
neurological efficiency. 
"What we’re talking about is how 
much of their muscles are hooked up to 
their brains,” explained Wood, who 
supervises the team’s conditioning 


program. 
Curtis, at 185 pounds, is the surprise 
of the well-muscled trio. But not to 
Wood. 
‘Pound for pound, he is the strongest 
man I’ve ever seen.

Habitat Plan 
Needed Now

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division here. 
He left that after getting his 
degrees and went to work as a 
psychologist at the Veterans 
Administration and in private 
practice here, he added.

plan despite a congressional recess, is 
hearing today from the utility officials. 


The 160-billion estimate comes from 
the 
Edison Electric 
Institute, 
an 
organization representing private, 
investor-owned utilities. The institute 
based its estimate on what it says 
companies would have to spend on 
coal-burning equipment, the 
taxes 
they would have to pay for continuing 
to use oil and natural gas and the cost 
of installing new types of meters. 


The House-passed version of the 
President’s program, now before the 
tax-writing Senate committee, is in­ 
tended to change how electricity is 
used while cutting the amount of oil 
and natural gas utilities consume. 
Backers of the program say they 
don’t know how much it would cost 
consumers. They say the proposed 
changes have never been tried all at 


once and add that local conditions 
would affect the program's price tag. 
Under the plan, all utilities would be 
required to interconnect transmission 
lines to shift surplus power where it is 
needed. 
Utilities would also be banned from 
offering discounts to large industrial 
users. Power to all customers would be 
priced the same, 
with rate cuts 
allowed 
only 
to 
low-income 
households. 
Power used during periods of peak 
demand, such as late afternoon, would 
be more costly as an incentive to 
spread the use of power throughout the 
day and to make home insulation more 
practical. Meters would be installed to 
record when and how much electricity 
is used. 
The administration and managers of 
the House-passed bill say an electricity 
network and the revised billing 
procedures would reduce individual 
power companies’ needs to build more 
plants to handle peak demands that 
last only a few hours a day. The costs 
of new plants is frequently a big factor 
in utility company arguments for 
higher rates

WASHINGTON (AP) - Power 
company representatives are telling 
Congress 
that 
the 
Carter 
ad­ 
ministration’s energy proposals could 
cost consumers an extra $60 billion. 
The Senate Finance Committee, 
continuing hearings on the President’s 
plan despite a congressional recess, is 
hearing today from the utility officials. 
The $60-billion estimate comes from 
the Edison Electric Institute, an 
organization representing private, 
investor-owned utilities. The institute 
based its estimate on what it says 
companies would have to spend on 
coal-burning equipment, the taxes 
they would have to pay for continuing 
to use oil and natural gas and the cost 
of installing new types of meters. 


The House-passed version of the 
President’s program, now before the 
tax-writing Senate committee, is in­ 
tended to change how electricity is 
used while cutting the amount of oil 
and natural gas utilities consume. 
Backers of the program say they 
don’t know how much it would cost 
consumers. They say the proposed 
changes have never been tried all at 


once and add that local conditions 
would affect the program’s price tag. 
Under the plan, all utilities would be 
required to interconnect transmission 
lines to shift surplus power where it is 
needed. 
Utilities would also be banned from 
offering discounts to large industrial 
users. Power to all customers would be 
priced the same, with rate cuts 
allowed 
only 
to 
low-income 
households. 
Power used during periods of peak 
demand, such as late afternoon, would 
be more costly as an incentive to 
spread the use of power throughout the 
day and to make home insulation more 
practical. Meters would be installed to 
record when and how much electricity 
is used. 
The administration and managers of 
the House-passed bill say an electricity 
network and the revised billing 
procedures would reduce individual 
power companies’ needs to build more 
plants to handle peak demands that 
last only a few hours a day. The costs 
of new plants is frequently a big factor 
in utility company arguments for 
higher rates.

Richard F. Celeste said they were 
likely to ignore Rhodes’ admonition 
because their signatures, as they see 
it, would attest only to the fact that 
procedural matters were met in 
passage — and not to the bill’s content. 
Riffe was out of town Wednesday, 
but Celeste said he still felt as he did

B&W Fight 
Continues 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Government 
lawyers were going to federal court 
again today to block the proposed 
takeover of Babcock & Wilcox Co, by 
United Technologies. 


The U.S. Justice Department claims 
the merger would diminish com­ 
petition in the area of power 
generation production. 


The department opened its suit 
Wednesday calling as a witness the 
vice president of one of B&W’s few 
competitors in the boiler business. 


William D. Stevens, executive vice 
president of Foster, Wheeler Corp., of 
Livingston, N J., testified the proposed 
merger would hurt his firm because it 
would add “the financial clout” of 
United Technologies to B&W’s product 
line. 


The federal action was filed in 
Hartford, Conn., but was transferred 
here to the courtroom of U.S. District 
Court Judge Leroy Contie Jr. 
United Technologies produces gas 
turbines, and B&W m anufactures 
fossil 
fuel 
and 
nuclear

generating equipment. 


satisfied” that procedural matters 
include the content of the bill.” Terry 
O’Shaughnessy, an aide to the speaker, 
said Riffe was “leaning” the same 
way. 
Rhodes claims the bill, in its present 
form, 
violates 
a 
constitutional 
requirement which says “no bill shall 
contain more than one subject, which 
shall be clearly expressed in its title.” 
The dispute arose after majority 
Democrats, in an unprecedented 
move, stripped language containing 
spending authority from the regular 
$13 billion, two-year appropriations 
act. They put it into a separate bill, and 
in doing so, precluded the governor 
from making line item vetoes in the 
budget language. 
Rhodes said in a letter Friday to 
Celeste, 
in which 
he 
urged the 
Democratic lieutenant governor not to 
sign, that “the bill deals with 15 or 20 
different subjects. Some of them I 
approve, some I disapprove.” 
Had the budget package remained a 
single bill, it still would have contained 
the same number of subjects “but the 
governor wouldn’t have objected to 
that. He would have been able to pick 
and choose line items,” said one 
leadership spokesman, recalling that 
Rhodes riddled the last Democratic 
budget with 72 line item vetoes in July 
1975. 
Rhodes can make line item vetoes 
only in measures that actually ap­ 
propriate funds. It was Democrats’ 
intention that he would either have to 
sign or reject totally the new budget 
language measure.
